To make patrolling efficient he abolished 
soft snaps in the department, cutting down special details and 
swivel chair assignments, and thereby adding one thousand more 
patrolmen to the street force. 
Commanding officers in Chicago are held rigidly account­ 
able for the districts under their control. A card index of every 
patrolman is kept at headquarters, showing the individual records 
of the men. Under this system collusion between dishonest police­ 
men and criminals may not be made impossible, but it is made 
extremely difficult. Useless patrolmen can be weeded out.
